In the closing hours of the legis- 


lative session yesterday Gov. Elaine 
signed the university and normal 
school appropriation bills, the uni- 
versity appropriation bills amount- 
ing to $10,200,000 and the normal 
school appropriation bill amounting 
to $3,550,000. 


The governor also signed the bill 


creating a new state board for the 
care of the blind carrying an appro- 
priation of $26,000. 


The governor held these bills un- 


til the very last. The university bill 
carries 
appropriations that 
are 


$3,000,000 in excess of the appro- 
priations of two years ago. 


The new state bureau for the 


blind will be located in Milwaukee. 
The signing of this, bill -will place 
the Elaine administration in the po- 
sition cf having increased rather 
than decreasing the number of state 
boards. 
- Ths bill was put through the leg- 
islature through the work of Miss 
Elizabeth McCarthy, former • secre 
tary to Gov. Phillip. The bill was 
opposed by the blind people of the 
state and they made a strenuou 
ftght against it. The bill was neve' 
given a hearing and the blind were 
jtiven no opportunity to voice thei 
opinion on the measure. 


The bill calls for the appointmen 


of a board of three members an< 
the sum of $25,000 was appropriated 
for the bureau.
